MP JULIAN Brazier says he is 
“horrified” after Home Office chiefs 
rejected former Kent cricket star 
Hartley Alleyne’s latest bid to remain 
in the country 



Despite living in 
the UK for almost 
30 years, the ex-West 
Indies player saw his 
second attempt for a 
work permit rejected. 

This means Mr 
Alleyne, who teaches 
at St Edmund’s 
School in Canterbury, 
could be deported 
within 28 days. 

The Conservative 
politician is now call¬ 
ing on immigration 
minister Liam Byrne 
to personally inter¬ 
vene and over-rule the latest decision. 

He has called for an urgent meeting with the 
minister and penned a strongly-worded letter 
outlining his dismay at developments. 

Barbados-born Mr Alleyne, 50, who has three 
children who live in the UK, was originally told he 
could be slung out of the country in May because 
he did not hold the relevant qualifications. 

He has subsequently achieved the NVQ 
requested - but still faces deportation. 

In his letter to Mr Byrne, Mr Brazier said: 
“Following our exchange on the residential status 
of Hartley Alleyne I was horrified to hear 
that he has been turned down for a work

Tourism at 
risk from 
flood threat

PRESENTER Nick Crane 
has warned more must be 
done to protect low-lying 
areas of the South East in 
the face of climate change. 

The popular star, who has fronted 
both Coast and current BBC2 show 
Great British Journeys, made the 
comments at a tourism conference 
last week in Canterbury. 

The historian and TV presenter 
addressed industry representatives 
from across the region at the one-day 
event, stressing the importance of a 
more sustainable approach to 
tourism, aimed at protecting coastal 
landscapes for the next generation. 

Speaking to yourcanterbury, Mr 
Crane said: “My own agenda all 
along through four years of program¬ 
ming has been to introduce people to, 
and excite them about, visiting 
places closer to home. 

“There are five big airports around 
London, but they are things of the 
past. The South East will become the 
new playground for urbanites in 
London, and it needs to wake up to 
its own charms. 

“There are many valuable land¬ 
scapes in the region that are at risk 
from climate change, such as large, 
low-lying coastal areas, and whole 
towns on the coast itself.” 

Tourism is worth more than £10 
billion to the South East, and Mr 
Crane stressed the importance of the 
region as a means of persuading peo¬ 
ple to holiday at home instead of jet¬ 
ting off to far-flung destinations. 

He said: “We need to realise that 
changing your light bulb or making 
sure the TV is off and not on standby 
is simply not enough. We need to 
address the big causes of climate 
change such as motoring, and heat 
loss from domestic homes. Industry 
and Government have their roles to

play, but those are the things we 
could do as consumers.” 

Mr Crane also warned 
Canterbury’s citizens that maintain¬ 
ing the city’s uniqueness was up to 
them. 

He said: “If the Starbucks corpora¬ 
tion have seen that the people of 
Canterbury want more Starbucks, 
then that’s what they will get. It is 
not for me to say, it is for the people 
of Canterbury to decide. Some people 
like chain stores. 

“But there is no doubt that from a 
tourism point of view, the more 
homogenous a place, the less inter¬ 
esting it becomes.”

Canterbury 
in posh mag's 
top 10 list

A LUXURY travel magazine has 
named Canterbury one of the top 
places in Britain for tourists. 

The city came sixth in a list of destinations 
published in the latest issue of Conde Nast 
Traveller magazine - part of the New York- 
based publishing empire which also includes 
Vogue, GQ, Vanity Fair and Tatler. 

Each year the magazine - self-dubbed 
‘Stylish Guides for Discerning Travellers’ - 
runs the contest to find the best place to visit 
taking into account such attractions as quality 
of service, accommodation, restaurants and 
value for money. 

And the city finished sixth - with an 82.79 
per cent approval rating; below only London, 
Manchester, Edinburgh, Glasgow and Durham. 

It is the first time the city has ever featured 
in the list. 

City council tourism spokesman Mike 


Patterson said: “This magazine has a high 
socio-economic profile in terms of its readers 
and is aimed at the top end of the market. 

“Because the voting is so unprompted people 
can nominate any city they want, so it’s clear 
we are now attracting visitors who have money 
to spend. 

“Canterbuiy’s appearance in the list can be 
attributed to the changing perception of the city 
as a short-break destination and the continuing 
investment by both the public and private sector.” 

The magazine also recognised the city aBode 
Hotel - opened by top celebrity chef Michael 
Caines last year - as one of the 138 best new 
establishments in the world. 


A publishing source in the US said: “To be 
recognised and feted by Conde Nast is the 
biggest complement in many fields - including 
travel. The magazines pride themselves on the 
affluence, style and discerning nature of their 
readership. 

“Prestige brands also know they are dealing 
with a top range readership. That is why luxury 
brands such as Chanel, Jaguar, Mercedes and 
Dolce and Gabbana are among the advertisers.” 

Formed in 1907, Conde Nast is credited with 
founding the move across the publishing world 
for magazines specialising in a particular inter¬ 
est such as travel, food and wine, architecture 
and lifestyle.

permit, despite having achieved the 
NVQ which was mooted. 

“He has been in this country for 29 
years, with a few gaps, and has children 
who are British citizens here.” 

The Home Office’s decision is based on 
rules that state a work permit will only 
be granted if an employer can demon¬ 
strate the post requires a NVQ Level 3, 
HND or Degree qualification. 

Despite the fact Mr Alleyne gained an 
NVQ qualification over the summer, it 
remains the case his job at St Edmund’s 
School does not require this level of training. 

Headteacher, Jeremy Gladwin, said: 
“Whilst this is a correct application of the 
rules, it is a great shame common sense 
has not prevailed given the service Mr 
Alleyne has given to English cricket.” 

Mr Alleyne has not been allowed 
to work at St Edmunds since his first 
application was turned down in April, 
although the school has continued to let 
him stay free of charge. 

But now they are no longer allowed to 
employ him, he will have to move out of 
his home, and could be deported any time 
from the beginning of October.

MIKE Baker, vice-chairman of 
Herne Bay’s Crime Prevention 
Panel, was recognised as an 
unsung hero by the Kent Police 
Authority last week. 

Baker was one of seven winners 
at the third annual Safer Kent 
Awards scheme for the efforts of his 
team who give up hours of their 
time to support Canterbury police. 

He attends crime scenes to advise 
victims and manages the 
Crimebuster bus project, which 
provides a visible presence in high- 
crime areas around the district. 

His team also runs Heme Bay’s 
Teen Planets, a secure nightclub 
for youngsters. 

He said: “I’m really pleased to have 
won, but it’s not just me who gives 
up so much time. At the end of the 
day we are one team of volunteers 
who put in a lot of time and effort.” 

Seven winners and six runners-up 
were presented with a certificate, 
prize, trophy and cheque for a com¬ 
munity project of their choice, dur¬ 
ing the ceremony at Leeds Castle. 

Mr Baker said: “The £250 cheque 
is much appreciated and will go 
towards helping to pay for the 
Crimebuster bus.” 


POLICE have blamed BBC series 
The Real Hustle for a scam which 
netted thieves £200. 

The deception took place at the 
Tesco Metro store in Whitefriars just 
before 5pm last Monday week. 

The con artists approached the vic¬ 
tim, referred to in the popular TV 
show as a ‘mark’, and offered to sell 
him an expensive Sony Viao laptop. 

The crooks told the man they had 
been sacked from their jobs, and 
needed to sell the laptop to help sup¬ 
port themselves. 

They showed the victim the com¬ 
puter, plus a receipt, and waited 
while he went to a cash point to 
withdraw £200. 

But when the man got home, he 
realised the thieves had switched 
the expensive machine for two bot¬ 
tles of water. 

A police spokesman said: “Two 
men have taken inspiration from a 
television show to con £200 out of a 
passer-by.”

A similar trick has been featured 
on the BBC Three series The Real 
Hustle, a reality show in which three 
seasoned con artists swindle 
unknowing members of the public 
out of their money, before they 
return their cash and reveal the 
ruse. 

The show covers a wide variety of 
cons, from card tricks and fixed com¬ 
petitions to dodgy deals and decep¬ 
tion. 

Defending the programme, a BBC 
spokesman said: “The Real Hustle 
exposes popular scams to help view¬ 
ers avoiding them. 

“As Crimestoppers have stated on 
many occasions, the purpose of the 
programme is to make people aware 
of these.” 

Police are investigating the inci¬ 
dent, and warn other shoppers to 
watch out for the pair.

Investigation boosted 
by new witnesses 

NEW witnesses have re-invigorated the 
investigation into the death of a man whose 
body was found in a stream near the M20. 

Sixty-year-old Robert Heskins, of Military 
Road, Canterbury, was found dead in a 
stream on August 30, six days after he was 
admitted to the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford suffering from a head injury 
A post-mortem showed Mr Heskins died 
from a head injury and immersion in water. 
An inquest into his death was opened and 
adjourned in Ashford on September 6. 

KCC completes four year 
county footpath survey 

A four-year survey of the countryside will 
mean better access for walkers wanting to 
enjoy the footpaths and views across Kent. 

The study - the first of its kind in the UK 
- was carried out by Kent County Council. 

It took in every part of the county’s 4,200 
miles of public right of way. 

The public will soon be able to see the 
results on KCC’s Explore Kent website. 

Surveyors used handheld GPS technology 
to collect the data which identified the exact 
locations and position of all footpaths. 

Lobby county councillor 
at Herne Bay surgery 

COUNTY council member for Heme Bay, 
David Hurst, is holding a surgery this 
Saturday. 

People are invited to the town’s council 
offices in William Street, between 10am 
and noon to raise concerns they may have 
about KCC services with Mr Hurst.

Fewer seats in centre would slash income 


Holer hockey 
threat if Pier 
pavBongoes 


THEY ARE flying the flag for 
Heme Bay against some of the 
biggest names in European sport - 
but the town’s roller hockey club 
say their future could be under 
threat if council chiefs do not listen 
to their concerns. 

Herne Bay United, who have been drawn 
against Portuguese giants FC Porto in the 
sport’s equivalent of football’s Champions 
League next month, have spoken out after 
council chiefs chewed over five proposals for 
sport provision in the town. 

At the centre of the debate is the future of 
Pier Sports Centre, the club’s existing home. 

The option receiving the most serious 
attention is a massive expansion of Herne 
Bay High School, costing £2.26 million. 

But United chiefs say they will be compro¬ 
mised by the move, which at the very least 
will mean a one-third reduction in seating,

and thus a reduction in revenue. 

Heme Bay United coach and former England 
player Phil McVey said: “The problem is what¬ 
ever is going to be built needs to be equal to, or 
better than what we already have. 

“I work in London, and when I say I live in 
Heme Bay, people say ‘I went roller skating 
there when I was a kid, or T watched roller 
hockey there once’. It is a part of the town. 

“This is where roller hockey started and 
it’s the home of roller hockey in the country 
and pretty much the world.” 

Council officers say an eight court hall at 
the school would allow the club to host 
international competitions in the town and 
give the school access to much improved 
facilities. 

Mr McVey said: “If they spend just a little 
bit more, Herne Bay can host real 
internationals, not just in roller hockey, but

in other sports as well.” 

A council spokesman said: “The plans for 
Herne Bay High School are not definitive. 
We have been and will continue to work 
with representatives of the roller hockey 
club to ensure as best as possible that the 
new facilities can accommodate national 
and international hockey events.” 

Factors against the move include concern 
over moving leisure facilities to the out¬ 
skirts of town, potentially damaging the 
tourist trade. 
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So what are the other options? 


ONE proposal is the refurbishment of the Pier 
Sports Centre. 

Although this would maintain the necessary 
space for Heme Bay’s roller hockey teams and 
bowls clubs, it is seen as an expensive and 
restrictive option by council officers. 

The redevelopment would be limited to the 
size of the current building, with no expansion 
possible to take into account future demands 
and extra facilities. 

Canterbury council is also worried about the 
spiraling costs of maintaining the site which is 
more than 30 years old. 

The expansion of Herons Leisure Pool has 
also been discussed. But, critically, this option 


does not include a sports hall, and with the 
demolition of the Pier Sports Centre, the town’s 
all important roller hockey team would be 
deprived of vital practice space. 

Building an entirely new leisure centre incor¬ 
porating a large sports hall, gym and pool is 
also being considered, but no suitable site exists 
in the town. A fifth proposal suggests expand¬ 
ing Herons Leisure pool and extending facilities 
at Herne Bay High, although the cost of this 
option is considerable. 

The proposals were due to be discussed at a 
meeting of the Herne Bay Area Member Panel 
last night.

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Villages join forces to 
save rural bus service 


THE FIGHT is on to resurrect a 
vital rural bus service which 
has left hundreds of villagers 
stranded. 

The Royal Mail axed its popular ‘post bus’ 
service earlier this month as a cost-cutting 
measure. The service, which put three mini¬ 
buses on the road to ferry residents and post, 
from 23 villages into Canterbury, was provided 
by the company, but subsidised by Kent County 
Council by up to £12,000 a year. 

But hopes of using that money to get a new 
service up and running have been foiled by 
KCC transport chiefs who say they can no 
longer afford the money. 

Now a coalition of 10 parish councils have 
teamed up with Canterbury council to bring 
the service back. 

Canterbury councillor Brian Staley said: “The 
council have saved £33,000 a year now they are

no longer subsidising the post bus, but that 
money could be put towards our scheme. 

“Many passengers are elderly widows who 
are most vulnerable, and they are suffering 
most.” 

KCC has offered to tax and insure a second¬ 
hand minibus which would be handed over to 
the parishes to use as they saw fit. 

But this would require the parishes to pro¬ 
vide fuel and find volunteer drivers, and com¬ 
munity representatives say the plan does not 
go far enough. 

Cllr Staley said: “What we need is a 
regular service. If people know a service is reg¬ 
ular and reliable, more people will use it, and 
not just to get from the villages into 
Canterbury. 

“People living in the city could use it to visit 


the village pubs without having to drive, thus 
enriching the rural community.” 

Mr Staley said the cessation of the post bus 
service had already forced some elderly people 
out of villages they had grown up in, as it pro¬ 
vided their only lifeline to shops and services in 
Canterbury. 

Cllr Staley is collecting a petition to present 
to KCC demanding they look again at a busi¬ 
ness plan he has produced for a regular bus 
service. 

He has drawn up routes serving 23 villages 
around Canterbury which he envisages would 
be run by two buses, with one full time driver 
and several part timers. 

Adisham parish councillor Jim Colthup said: 
“We are not just trying to replace the post bus, 
we are trying to get some form of rural trans¬ 
port service.”

QUAY DECISION: Plans to redevelop Whitstable Harbour have not gone down well with residents

THE NEXT stage in the saga of 
the controversial redevelopment 
plans for Whitstable Harbour 
takes place on Monday. 

Organisations in the town are being 
invited to an informal meeting of the 
Harbour Board at Whitstable Castle. 

There, they will hear views and com¬ 
ments on the proposed South Quay rede¬ 
velopment. A maximum of two representa¬ 
tives from each town organisation and har¬ 
bour campaign groups can attend. 

Local residents have been up in arms 
over the plans put forward for the site, 
which the Harbour Board insist are vital 
for the long-term future of the quay. 

It says maintaining the harbour in its 
current state will cost £10 million over the 
next 25 years and that redevelopment is a 
necessity, not an option. 

But the three plans put forward have 
not gone down well and a 10,000-strong 
petitition opposing them was handed into 
Canterbury council earlier this month. 

Spearheading the push for throwing out 
the plans is the Whitstable Harbour Watch 
group, whose poster campaign appears in 
the windows of hundreds of homes across 
the town. 

The schemes so far put forward include 
plans to build a supermarket, an aquarium 
or a pub, but council chiefs continue to insist 
that all of these options can still return to 
the drawing board. 

Monda/s meeting will be held at the 
Mallandain Room at Whitstable Castle, 
from 3pm.

Stolen church bell part 
of growing crime trend 

THE RECENT theft of a 70-year-old bell in 
Whitstable is part of an increasing number 
of metal thefts from churches across the 
UK which have led to more than £3.5 mil¬ 
lion of insurance claims. 

The Sachring bell was taken from St 
Peter’s Church earlier this month. 

Police say the rise in metal prices is 
behind a spate of similar thefts up and 
down the country, with the stolen goods 
shipped out to countries such as India and 
China where demand for the material is at 
its highest. 

A spokesman for Ecclesiastical Insurance, 
which covers the majority of Church of 
England buildings, reported recently more 
than 300 such thefts in August alone - and 
more than 1,000 so far this year. 

A spokesman said: ‘We saw a similar 
spike in claims in the 1970s when metal 
prices reached a high. 

“Because they are reaching another high 
at the moment we are seeing a correspon¬ 
ding rise in thefts, so the local parish 
church is becoming a victim of the world¬ 
wide demand for metals.”

A CEREMONY this 
week gave deserved 
recognition to the 
founder of Tottenham 
Hotspur who lies in a 
pauper’s grave in Dover. 

The Rev John Ripsher found¬ 
ed the Premiership club in 
order to get the youngsters of 
19th century London off the 
streets 

Rev Ripsher lost his sight and 
died in a workhouse 100 years 
ago this month and his remains 
are buried in St Mary's 
Cemetery 

Spurs’ executive director, Paul 
Barber, and Steve Ripsher, a 
descendant, were all present. 

Also there were the living rela¬ 
tives of ex-Spurs star Walter Tull 
- the first professional black

outfield player to play in Britain 
and who died while serving as an 
officer in World War One. 

Mr Barber said: “It’s a fascinat¬ 
ing story; poetic and sad. There is 
huge respect here for what John 
did in those early years — not 
just founding the club, but keep¬ 
ing it going.” 

The Rev Ripsher’s tale was 
unearthed by Peter Lupson, 
whose discovery that Everton 
were formed by boys in the bible 
class at St Domingo’s Methodist 
Chapel set him on an 11-year 
search for the religious roots of 
the game. 

Rev Ripsher was a bible 
teacher at All Hallows Church in 
Tottenham and the club's first 
president 


Mr Lupson said: “He gripped 
my imagination. He stood by 
those boys, who had continually 
let him down. If he had not stuck 
by those lads there would be no 
club today.” 

Spurs executive Paul Barber 
said: “It is strangely fitting 
because it is our 125th birthday 
match next week, against Aston 
Villa.” 

Mr Lupson discovered that 12 
of the 39 clubs that have played 
in the Premiership share a 
church background. 

Mr Lupson said: ‘What grieves 
me — having spent so long 
researching these people that I 
almost feel I know them — is the 
disrepair so many of the graves 
had fallen into. 

“I want to see them restored 
to some level of dignity, and the 
clubs agree wholeheartedly.”

Why we cannot afford to 
turn our backs on homeless 


THE PLIGHT of the homeless on 
the streets of Canterbury raised in 
Yourcanterbury last week was one 
which fired much discussion in my 
local pub. 

The article, which claimed we were suffering 
‘compassion fatigue’ when it came to handling 
their plight, sparked furious debate on both 
sides of the argument. 

Of particular interest was the issue of walk¬ 
ing past a homeless person being attacked. 

The truth, as ever with these things, is sure¬ 
ly not so black and white. 

Personally, I’m not sure if I’ve ever been has¬ 
sled to the point of wanting to deck a homeless 
person. Occasionally they stagger into me, but 
violence never enters my mind. 

However, I’ve certainly seen an awful lot of 
people who probably live in new-build homes 
and drive BMWs who could do with having 
some sense and manners beaten into them 


while a crowd cheers on their assailant. 

And therein lies the rub. 

The reality is whether it’s a homeless person 
getting attacked, or two men suited-and-boot- 
ed going at one another, we are all now adjust¬ 
ed to just walk on by. 

The media constantly tells us not to get 
involved as they report on another Tiave-a-go- 
hero’ getting a knife in the ribs as a thank you 
for intervening in a fight. 

And the not-in-my-backyard mentality now 
seems to pervade everything and everyone. As 
long as it’s not us getting the beating, the vast 
majority of us would prefer to walk on by. 

But of course the plight of the homeless is an 
emotive one. 

None of us want to see people suffering, but 
then none of us want to feel a little worried 
when we walk through one of the city’s under¬ 
passes while praying that the homeless person 
begging in it doesn’t suddenly turn nasty. 

Again, that’s not necessarily the right way to 
think (does anyone genuinely know someone 


who has been attacked by someone in a sub¬ 
way apart from the ubiquitous ‘friend-of-a- 
friend-of-a-friend’?), but that is life and that is 
the stereotype which now pervades all our 
thinking. 

The truth is that it is surely only the harsh- 
hearted who actually genuinely bear the 
homeless any malice. 

We can never stop people falling on hard 
times. We can never rid our streets of people 
who for whatever reason find themselves out 
of a job, out of a house, and out of luck. 

If the homeless genuinely bother you that 
much just cross the road. But don’t then com¬ 
plain when no-one comes to your aid should 
you need it.

Tell us a little about yourself 

I'm 29-years-old and have been a fireman in Canterbury 
for nine years now. I've been commended a couple of 
times, which is nice, and along the way there have been 
plenty of memorable incidents. 

Perhaps the one that sticks out in my memory the most 
took place about three or four years ago. We had an inci¬ 
dent where a woman set herself alight. She covered her¬ 
self in petrol and flicked a lighter, and she just went up in 
flames. I was the first on the scene, and was able to put 
her out with a fire blanket. I dived on top of her, and by 
rolling around was able to put out the flames. 

She was taken to East Grinstead, and recovered after 
about six months. She even came to the station and gave 
me a hug. 

What's the big issue in Canterbury right 
now? 

I'm 29 now, and I still don't own my own property. That's 
guite frustrating, as I've been serving the community for 
nine years, and as a single man, I can't afford to live in it. 
I know everybody is in the same boat, but it does get to 
me. 

I read with interest the story on the front of 
Yourcanterbury last week and very much shared the 
views of those guoted in the article. 

I often spend long shifts working in and around the city 
but then rather than a quick five minute stroll home, I 
have a 30-minute drive to get home. It is tiring. 

I think Canterbury is a great city and I'm proud to serve 
it. Just that I'd like to be able to afford to live and work 
here.

Lee's having 
the last laugh 

Ricky Gervais is a huge fan, but his mum prefers 
Tom O'Connor - so just how funny is Stewart Lee? 


ANYONE who has ever 
enjoyed cutting-edge comedy 
will be familiar with Stewart 
Lee’s work, even if they don’t 
recognise his face. 

His many writing credits include 
Radio 4’s On The Hour, which later 
became the groundbreaking TV 
series The Day Today and launched 
the careers of, among others, 
Steve Coogan. 

He acted as script editor for Harry 
Hill’s first television programme, 
wrote episodes for A1 Murray the Pub 
Landlord and this year co-scripted 
a critically acclaimed play with 
Johnny Vegas. 

With a new stand-up tour called 
41st Best Stand-Up Ever! - a 
homage to his ranking in a Channel 
4 poll - audiences might be expecting 
a mediocre talent. 

One of the poster quotes describes 
him as “the worst stand-up I have 
ever seen”, but industry guru Ricky 
Gervais claims Lee is “the funniest, 
most cliche-free comedian on the 
circuit”. 

The unusual choice of tour name 
has proved a useful theme for the 
show, as Lee discusses our roles in 
life and how we are viewed by our 
families. 

“My mother thinks I’m wasting my 
life in comedy,” he revealed. “Her 
favourite comedian is Tom O’Connor 
and she keeps telling me one of his

‘proper’ jokes about a sardine. I got 
half an hour’s worth of material out 
of that joke.” 

In the mid-90s, Lee and comedy 
partner Richard Herring enjoyed a 
spell as student heroes with BBC2 
series Fist of Fun and This Morning 
With Richard Not Judy. Now 39, Lee 
is slightly bemused by the apparent 
nostalgia for their surreal old shows. 

“When we started out as a double 
act, the viewing figures weren’t great 
and nobody came to our live shows,” 
he said. “So it was strange to realise 
that people viewed us in that fond 
way. Now people who liked us back 
then bring their kids to my show. But 
the growth of the internet means 
people are discovering them again 
and talking about new comedies.” 

Lee’s first brush with major 
mainstream success was to become 
one of the most painful episodes in 
his career, when he was asked to 
direct and contribute to the hugely 
controversial stage show Jerry 
Springer: The Opera in 2001. 

When it ran at London’s National 
Theatre for four months in 2003, Lee 
described that period as “the 
highlight of my life”. 

But after a four-year run in 


theatres and a good deal of critical 
acclaim, the opera attracted the 
attention of Christian Right groups 
and the British National Party. The 
massive protests and media debate 
that followed effectively derailed the 
production, leaving Lee disillusioned 
with mainstream theatre. 

Also a novelist and a rock music 
critic for the Sunday Times, Lee is 
dedicated to providing alternative 
entertainment and escaping “the 
squares”. If anything good came out 
of his Jerry Springer experience, he 
claimed, it was the chance to kill off 
the show while it was still worth 
watching. 

He said: “Most things do become 
worse with popularity. When I was a 
kid, indie music and alternative 
comedy was just for the weirdos, but 
now you get football fans going to 
comedy gigs and listening to Oasis. 

“Now I think what’s left for all the 
misfits? I left my last management 
company because they were trying to 
get me a late-night ITV slot, as if that 
was the logical end point for my 
career. But I didn’t want that. 

“I would like more money, though, 
so that’s why I’m writing the next 
series of My Family. That’s a joke, by 
the way.”

Journey into 
the unknown

KURT RUSSELL has been work¬ 
ing as an actor in Hollywood since 
he was a child in the 60s, but he’s 
about as different as can be from 
the typical Tinseltown thespian. 

For one, he is a card-carrying member of the 
National Rifle Association and an admitted 
Republican, something a lot of similar-minded 
stars have chosen to keep under wraps in the 
liberal world of showbiz. 

“There were instances where people would 
call me up and say ‘This director was afraid of 
working with you because of your politics’,” said 
the 56-year-old, who dubs himself a libertarian. 

“That started to change about 10 years ago,” 
he continued. “Writers stopped trying to turn 
me into a wooden Republican along the lines 
they were doing to Charlton Heston. Now I 
can go to a party and not feel so outcast.” 

He is also unafraid to admit that acting is 
one of the easier professions and something 
that has got him into trouble with those who 
prefer to play the ‘artiste’. 

“To go on about acting as art is ridiculous,” he 
said. “You don’t have to be gifted just to hit a 
mark and say a line. As far as I’m concerned 
that’s 90 per cent of the job. Anyone who finds 
acting difficult just shouldn’t be doing it.” 

Indeed, the reluctant professional does make 
his latest role look easy, playing a psychotic 
driver called Stuntman Mike in Quentin 
Tarantino’s new film, Death Proof. 

A heartless but charismatic villain, Mike 
cajoles young women into his specially-adapted 
car for a journey that normally ends in tragedy. 

“I just took one word and ran with it - 
coward,” said Kurt of his approach to the char¬ 
acter. “This is a guy who kills women. I think

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it’s the core of all these psycho-killer charac¬ 
ters, especially this one.” 

The film, a blend of slasher flick and car 
chase action, sees Mike getting more and more 
deranged. 

“He’s not one character all the way through. 
He’s got issues with pain,” said Russell. 

“I said to Quentin Why don’t we do some¬ 
thing different here at the end? Why don’t we 
really go with this word ‘coward’? So we went 
all the way down that road,” he said. 

It’s certainly a return to the scarier side of 
Kurt’s portfolio, the veteran screen star having 
cornered the market in horror as a younger 
man in films including The Thing and Escape 
From New York. 

And in a way, Death Proof is a homage to the 
films of Russell’s past. It was originally con¬ 
ceived as a double feature from Tarantino and 
director Robert Rodriguez, called Grindhouse,

and both are apparently fans. 

“To be part of, in a weird way, the process of 
their love affair with movies was a special 
feeling,” said Russell. 

Most important to the actor was creating a 
really memorable screen baddie. “I’ve never 
actually seen one of these characters at the end 
of a movie completely fall apart. It’s like when 
you hammer your finger - you have an idea 
what it will feel like, but when you actually do 
it it’s way worse than you thought!” he said. 

Renowned for his on-screen stunts, Kurt 
shows no signs of wanting to scale down the 
action, and does a lot of the incredible driving 
in the movie himself. 

“The problem is you’re in the wrong lane 
doing lOOmph,” said Russell. 

“You have to trust that a coyote won’t run 
into the road or another car slip by one of the 
roads they’ve told you are shut off. To put that 
out of your head and play the character while 
you’re doing it, that’s what you get paid to do.” 
• Death Proof, directed by Quentin Tarantino, 
was released last Friday.

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Let the Oriana take the strain

WHEN Atlantic breezes nudged 
up to Force Seven, and Oriana’s 
captain gently applied his accelera¬ 
tor, the P&O cruise ship devised 
such a beguiling roll that the 
chairs in the library lounge became 
positively hypnotic. 

Perhaps Nelson’s men felt the same in their 
hammocks. Ongoing research among my fellow 
passengers found hardly any of us could hold a 
book or magazine for more than 10 minutes, 
before zizzing gently off to the Land of Nod. 

The 70,000-tonne Oriana took over from 
Canberra as the new mainstay of P&O’s fleet 
back in 1995, when few realised a new boom in 
cruising lay just around the comer. 

Since then the new generation of superliners 
has taken over, some twice Oriana’s size and 
even bigger. Plenty have become giant floating 
hotels or shopping malls. 

After a major upgrade last autumn Oriana, 
to her great credit, continues to set her own 
style: she’s Middle England at sea, when so 
many other ships adopt the brasher approach 
of the US/Caribbean cruise market. 

Although Oriana carried a full complement 
of 1,800 passengers on our trip, we ordered 
breakfast in our room - at no extra charge - to 
watch the sun coming up over the Atlantic 
breakers entirely alone. 

There are still only a handful of shops on

board, the cricket bats signed by Don 
Bradman and Colin Cowdrey are still proudly 
on show in the Lord’s Tavern bar, and a pre¬ 
breakfast stroll on the promenade deck brings 
cheerful smiles of greeting from early retireds 
sporting the latest leisure gear. 

In line with the latest fashion, of course, 


Oriana will serve up meals around the clock in 
various bars on the lido deck. But why forgo the 
pleasant evening ritual of dressing to a modest¬ 
ly respectable level for either first or second sit¬ 
ting of dinner in the formal restaurants? 

We thought the quality of the food this time 
was even better than on our first visit. 

Before each stop, there’s a duty-free sale of 
‘take ashore’ items - from spirits to cigarettes 
- to boost takings. 

With so many things to do on board, ports of 
call passed in something of a blur - and few 
passengers seemed bothered about where they 
went anyway 

The city of Corunna is a nicer comer of 
northern Spain than it looks at first sight. 
Santa Cmz, on the northern shore of Tenerife, 
is being impressively revamped to give this 
beleagured island a new, upmarket image. 

Lanzarote I can’t recall with pleasure, 
because I ended up amid the boozy bars of 
Puerto del Carmen, but Madeira is the perfect 
pitstop on any voyage. That first glimpse of 
Funchal climbing endlessly up a steep hillside 
as you pull back the curtains can’t fail to take 
the breath away. 

When we climbed the elegant flower gardens 
of Funchal to look down on the Oriana, in har¬ 
bour, bedecked in flags from stem to stern, I 
realised how misguided is the ‘expert’ who 
wrote that the QE2 is the last ship to actually 
look like a cmise ship. 

Oriana is a stunner too. If you can get on 
board for £100 per person per day, with 
all meals and entertainment provided and 
occasional ice creams thrown in for free, the 
opportunity shouldn’t be missed.

WHEN the name Billie Piper 
comes up in conversation, one of 
two images tend to spring to mind 
for most people. 

Either as a teen popstar or as Rose Tyler in 
the resurrected and hugely successful 
Doctor Who. 

From this week she will add a third public 
face, and this one is very grown up. 

She appears in Secret Diary Of A Call-Girl, 
in which she plays prostitute Belle de Jour - a 
true story adapted for the new ITV2 series. 

‘Belle’ - her real identity has never been 
revealed - worked as a high-class escort in 
London for years, before detailing her exploits 
in a famous online blog and later in two 
books, The Intimate Adventures Of A London 
Call-Girl and The Further Adventures Of A 
London Call-Girl. 

“It’s intimate,” said Billie of the eight-part 
series. “Really intimate. I’m really scared, if 
I’m honest. Well, just... I’m quite nervous, you 
know, because of the nature of the show. 

“I hope people think it’s been handled well 
and that at times it makes people laugh and 
that people can get over the initial shock factor 
of the piece.” 

It may indeed come as a shock to some 
viewers to see Billie - who celebrated her 25th 
birthday this month - writhing around in her 
underwear, and of course, in some scenes, 
doing what prostitutes do - having sex. But 
the young actress is more than aware of what 
she’s letting herself in for. 

Billie said: “I considered this job more than I 
considered anything before. It’s such a 
different world to what I know. Obviously it’s 
quite full on and it’s relentless. It’s not just one

sex scene here and there, it’s... endless!” 

Many people would happily admit that 
acting out such scenes in front of a room full of 
camera crew would make us blush, but Billie 
maintains she didn’t get embarrassed. 

“You talk endlessly about it and you 
choreograph it like a contemporary dance,” 
she said. 

As viewers will soon find out, Billie spends a 
lot of time in her skimpies, but she looks good, 
make no mistake. So is her super-toned body 
the result of hours and hours in the gym? 

“No, not the gym. I don’t like the gym at all, 
makes me want to kill myself. But I have been 
running outside quite a bit, and I’d just 
finished a play,” she said. 

Despite winning a Guardian newspaper 
award for Blog of the Year and publishing two 
books, there is still some doubt by sceptics as 
to whether Belle was a real person. 

Billie, however, insists that she met the real 
Belle, who helped her to prepare for the role. 

“She’s sweet and she’s interesting. She’s very 
clever as well,” Billie says. 

As well as being impressed by the former 
call-girl - who has apparently now retired - 
Billie had a few questions of her own for Belle. 

“I wanted to know when she was with a 
bloke, what their faces were like,” she says. 

Pardon? 

“I wanted to know if they were bolshy and 
turned into egomaniacs or power-freaks,” she 
added. 

“Belle told me that it was quite the opposite. 
Men get really scared and vulnerable and 
nervous, worrying about if they are going to be 
exposed to the point where they can’t perform. 
I didn’t think it would be like that, so it was 
quite fascinating really.”

Housing market is still 
clouded by uncertainty

Exchange rate matters 
when buying overseas 

PROPERTY investors looking to the 
overseas market could stand to lose 
more than £3,500, according to experts 
at the Property Investor Show. 

At a time when the pound is strong 
against some of the world’s leading 
currencies, second homebuyers and 
property investors should be looking to 
cash in on exchange rates when 
transfering money for the property 
purchase. 

Instead, the investor’s group claim 
many are losing money on this 
important transaction simply by using a 
high street bank rather than a foreign 
exchange specialist which offers a more 
competitive rate. 

Mark O’Sullivan, head of trading at 
Currencies Direct: “Aside from a UK 
home, buying a property abroad is likely 
to be the most expensive purchase you 
will make and it is crucial to get the best 
deal on the exchange rate to ensure you 
don’t lose out when transferring money 
overseas. 

“Using a specialist rather than a bank 
could save thousands of pounds which 
can be spent on other initial costs. This 
figure doesn’t even take into account the 
transfer fees that many banks charge, 
which would inflate the amount further.” 

Home owners' fears 
over interest rate hike 

CONCERNS over mortgage rates have 
intensified this month, according to the 
latest survey. 

Website propertyfmder.com’s monthly 
survey uncovered reduced optimism 
when it comes to house prices across 
the market. 

It is now expected that prices will rise 
at a rate of 3.9 per cent - roughly in line 
with wage growth. This represents a 
slower-than-expected hike in prices, 
which were forecast for a 5.1 per cent 
rise over the summer months. 

Added to this is the fear that interest 
rates are set to get higher, meaning more 
cash outlay for mortgage payers. 

Warren Bright, chief executive of 
pr0pert3dinder.com, said: “Buyers and 
sellers still expect house prices to rise - 
just more slowly. 

“The housing market has responded to 
higher base rates and will adjust further 
thanks to the credit squeeze in the 
wholesale markets. 

“For new borrowers, especially those 
with poorer credit records, mortgages 
will be harder to come by. 

“It seems likely the housing market 
will remain slow.” 


AFTER a slowdown in July the 
house market is once again picking 
up pace as estate agents report a 
rise in sales and buyers looking to 
snap up a property. 

The latest information from the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the upturn with the number of registered 
buyers, properties on estate agents’ books and 
sales per agent all rising during August. 

However, with uncertainty clouding the 
economic climate, the majority of these figures 
were still down on the same time last year. 

According to the NAEA, the number of 
people looking to purchase a home increased 
slightly in August with agents reporting a 
rise of 3.8 per cent with an average of 326 
buyers registered on their books in

comparison to the 314 recorded in July. 

While an increase in house hunters is t^ical 
for the time of year, this is the lowest reported 
August rise since 2003, as increasing interest 
rates and reduced house price inflation cause 
caution among consumers. 

The number of houses for sale increased in 
August as NAEA members reported an 
average of 81 properties for sale during the 
month compared to the 45 properties reported 
the previous month. The number of sales 
reported increased in August, with an average 
of 12 houses sold per agent compared to the 10 
properties sold per agent in July. 

The number this time last year was 15. 

The NAEA blame recent economic 
movements and introduction of the HIPs 


legislation for the decrease. 

Meanwhile, first-time buyers took a smaller 
share of the market this summer as their 
percentage share was reported at 9.7 per cent, 
compared with 13.4 per cent in August 2006. 

This continuing waning in the market can 
be partly attributed to the turbulent interest 
rate rises that have lead to the current 
insecurity for this sector. 

What’s more, it is taking longer to complete 
house moves - rising from 17 weeks in 2006 to 
18.2 in 2007. 

NAEA president, Stewart Lilly, said: “The 
latest figures indicate that a period of low 
house price inflation may well be on its way. 

“However, the recent introduction of the 
second phase of HIPs is likely to cause more 
disruption and in particular prompt a ‘wait and 
see’ strategy from individuals who are unsure 
about the full impact of the legislation.”

Green gamble looks a 
good bet for Toyota 


ALREADY the world’s most prof¬ 
itable carmaker, and likely to over¬ 
take General Motors soon as the 
most productive, it also makes the 
world’s most famous environmental- 
ly-fnendly car - the Toyota Prius. 

This petrol-electric hybrid asks oil addicts to 
make few sacrifices for rehab; there are no 
muesli-pattern seats or recycled rubber fix¬ 
tures and fittings. 

It even has air-con and a fairly racy shape - 
a sharp contrast with the original car’s design¬ 
er wheelie bin looks. 

The styling may be irrelevant to Prius fans 
though, because it is the 1.5-litre petrol engine 
and 1.2-litre electric low emission and con¬ 
sumption power partnership that they like. 

Together, they push out 143bhp - enough for 
a reasonable 0-62mph of around 11 seconds. 

Not that anyone puts that to the test, because 
you soon find yourself playing a game with the 
throttle and the ‘powertrain’ graphics on the 
dashboard, so the electric motor whirrs happily

without waking the nasty, dirty petrol engine. 

So, within an hour you have been through rehab 
and instead of risking road rage you are wafting 
around like a highway hippie delivering the milk. 

The brakes are clever too, because they 
recover what would be lost energy on a normal 
car and channel it back into the car’s battery - 
good for stop-start town traffic. 

But all this technology costs. The cheapest 
Prius is nearly £18,000 - Toyota’s equivalent 
conventional family hatchback, the Auris, 
starts at around £12,000 - and Toyota is 
rumoured to be subsidising every Prius sold. 

Greens and gadget fans apart, buyers may 
also be put off by the relatively untried technol¬ 
ogy - despite an impressive eight-year/100,000- 
mile warranty on the hybrid system itself. 

The car is also ‘extremely’ automatic - you 
simply select forward or reverse and go from 
A to B - which makes it a bit dull to drive even 
though the car handles and rides well. 

On the other hand, it is a practical car to live 
with; the hybrid powertrain and batteries do 
not impinge on the car’s ability to function as 
a roomy family hatchback.

'Outdated family doc' a 
hazard to firms' health 

EMPLOYEES and businesses are being 
unnecessarily burdened by the ‘outdated 
family doctor service’, the CBI claims. 

CBI South East regional director, 
Malcolm Hyde, said: “Official figures 
show 10 million adults in England alone 
cannot book an appointment with a GP 
more than 48 hours in advance. It’s time 
there was real and fundamental reform 
with the needs of the patient coming first. 

“A healthy workforce is as important to 
employers as a workforce with the skills 
needed to compete. An employee who 
isn’t there because they have to wait 
around in a GP’s surgery is a lost order 
or an unanswered phone call.” 

Government must fight 
EU's agency directive 

FLEXIBLE working for thousands of 
people across the county could be in 
jeopardy, despite being increasingly 
offered by businesses - according to the 
latest research from the Confederation 
of British Industry. 

The CBI has warned the Government 
it must stand firm against renewed EU 
and union pressure to resurrect the draft 
Agency Workers Directive; which puts 
agency workers on an equal footing with 
permanent staff after just six weeks. 

The survey, by the CBI, the UK’s 
biggest employers’ organisation and the 
recruitment specialists Pertemps, sug¬ 
gests up to 250,000 placements across 
the country would be jeopardised if the 
directive were to be adopted.

Prepare now ahead of 
wage and holiday hike 


EMPLOYERS need to get to grips 
now with upcoming changes to 
employment regulations, a busi¬ 
ness support agency has warned. 

As of October 1, there will be an increase in 
the statutory holiday entitlement to 4.8 weeks 
(24 days if you work a five-day week) and a 
rise in the minimum wage. 

The adult rate, for workers aged 22 and over, 
will increase to £5.52 an hour. 

And Business Link says local firms should 
be sure to have the right processes in place to 
minimise disruption to their operation. 

The quarterly South East Business Monitor 
- a quarterly survey of 1,800 of the region’s 
small-and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) - 
found recent changes to regulations such as

the smoking ban, paternity and maternity 
rights, and age discrimination are perceived 
by business owners to have had little impact 
on their companies. 

Although almost one third (32 per cent) of 
Kent companies identify red tape as a con¬ 
straint on their business, the majority have a 
good understanding of the latest regulations. 

Of the SMEs involved in the survey, introduc¬ 
ing a smoke-free workplace (84 per cent), age 
discrimination (82 per cent) and maternity and 
paternity rights (72 per cent) legislation said 
there was no impact on their business. 

Business Link’s Linda Bennett said: “It 
seems that people running businesses have a 
‘can do attitude’ and simply get on with the 


day-to-day running of their companies. 

“Businesses are generally more affected by 
the fear of red tape than the actual implica¬ 
tions of new regulations. 

“Understanding new legislation is a vital 
part of coping with the changes that you may 
need to make to your business. Getting to 
grips with regulations can seem daunting at 
first, but we are able to advise on how to stay 
within the law. Taking early action can mean 
there is very little impact on your business. 

“It can be difficult to find the time, particu¬ 
larly for small businesses, to keep up with 
changing legislation and take the necessary 
action.”
